FUNERAL  DISCOURSE. 


Luke  xii.  35,  36,  37. 

Let  your  loins  be  girded  about , <z/zdf  jwr  lights 
burning  : 

yourfelves  like  unto  men  that  wait  for  their 
Lord , when  he  will  return  from  the  weddings 
that  when  he  cometh  and  knocketh , they  may 
open  unto  him  immediately . 

Blejfed  are  thofe  fervants , whom  the  Lord , when 
he  cometh , Jhall  fnd  watching . 


TH  E evident  delign  of  this  paflage, 
is  to  quicken  us  to  a timely  and 
ferious  preparation  for  the  folemn  ' 
fcenes  of  death  and  judgment.  We  are 
here  reminded,  that  we  are  fervants , and 
have  a mafer  in  Heaven,  of  whofe  defcent 
we  are  afcertained,  but  are  altogether  ig- 
norant of  the  day  or  hour  of  his  coming  ; 
therefore,  it  is  both  our  duty  and  intereft 
to  be  always  vigilant,  and  ready  to  re- 
ceive him.  Being  thus  found,  he  will 

treat 
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treat  us  not  as  fervants,  but  embrace  us 
as  friends,  and  bellow  upon  us  a reward 
infinite  in  degree  and  duration. 

We  have,  in  the  text,  a concife,  but 
comprehenfive  account  of  the  chriftian’s 
and  chriltian  minifter’s  labor  and  recom- 
pence  : Our  duty  and  encouragement  are 
both  held  up  to  view. 

Our  duty  is  reprefented  by  the  dili- 
gent care  of  fervants  to  have  every  thing 
adj  lifted  for  the  reception  of  their  abfent 
mailer.  Our  Saviour,  in  allufion  to  the 
cuftom  of  yews,  and  other  eaftern  na- 
tions, in  wearing  long  and  loofe  gar- 
ments, fays,  Let  your  loins  be  girded  about ; 
as  if  he  had  faid,  Lay  afide  every  thing 
that  may  retard  you  in  your  work  : Let 
your  lights  be  invariably  burning,  and 
ye  yourfelves,  in  every  other  refpedt,  like 
fervants,  who  are  folicitous  to  pleafe  their 
Lord,  and  to  be  found  attentive  to  their 
proper  bufinefs,  at  whatever  hour  he 
lhall  appear  ; that  when  he  knocketh, 
you  may  be  ready  to  give  him  inftant  ad- 
mittance, and  not  be  thrown  into  con- 
fufion. 

The 
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The  fubfequent  reward  is  defer  ibed  in 
the  like  allegorical  manner  : When  dieir 
mailer  returns,  and  finds  them  thus  em- 
ployed, he  will  confer  upon  them  fome 
fignal  marks  of  approbation  and  honor. 

I.  Let  us  turn  our  attention  to  the 
duty  we  owe  to  our  abfent  Lord.  And, 

II.  Give  an  explanation  of  the  motives 
fuggeiled,  to  induce  us  to  the  dif- 
charge  of  it. 

I.  We  are  to  turn  our  attention  to  the 
duty  we  owe  to  our  abfent  Lord.  Let 
your  loins  be  girded  about , and  your  lights  burn- 
ing ; and  ye  yourf elves  like  unto  men  that  wait  for 
their  Lord.  By  this  figurative  defeription, 
many  important  parts,  or  branches  of  the 
chriftian  and  minifterial  duty  are  plainly 
pointed  out. 

We  are  directed  to  throw  off  all  in- 
cumbrances in  the  fervice  of  our  Lord  and 
Mailer.  Let  your  loins  be  girded  about.  So 
an  Apoille  exhorts.  Wherefore , gird  up  the 
loins  of  your  mind , be  fiber,  and  hope  to  the  end , 
for  the  grace  that  is  to  be  brought  unto  you , at  the 
revelation  of  Jefus  Chrift . 


We 
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We  have  many  exhortations,  in  the? 
New-Teftament,  of  like  import,  which 
will  appear  to  have  a peculiar  propriety, 
if  we  take  into  view,  thofe  figurative  re- 
prefentations  of  our  work  to  which  they 
are  applicable.  It  is  called  a race — a 
ftrife — a warfare  ; — we  muft  run,  wreftle 
and  fight — therefore  have  need  of  all  our 
ftrength  and  agility.  It  is  of  importance 
to  realize  our  fituation  : To  advert  to  the 
difficulties  of  our  warfare.  View  the 
greatnefs  of  our  work — confider  the  num- 
ber of  our  adverfaries — contemplate  that 
large  fyftem  of  duties  we  have  to  per- 
form ; and  then  we  ffiall  find  that  the 
moft  vigorous  exertion  of  every  active 
power  is  no  more  than  needful,  in  fuch 
circumftances  as  ours.  We  muft  then  la- 
bor to  be  rid  of  every  incumbrance,  and 
be  awake  for  aftive  fervice. 

Need  I fay,  what  thefe  incumbrances 
are  ? — In  general,  whatever  unfits  us  for 
duty,  muft  be  laid  afide.  Particularly,  an 
earthly  mind — pride  of  heart — and  the 
love  of  fenfuai  pleafures,  are  powerful 
enemies  to  holy  diligence  in  the  work  of 

the

the  Lord.  In  a word,  our  firft  care  fhould 
be  to  correct  that  diforder  which  is  within 
us  ; to  get  our  hearts  purified  by  the 
Spirit  of  God,  and  raifed  above  the  pre- 
vailing influence  and  government  of 
earthly  obje&s. 

We  mult  alfo  have  our  lights  burning. 
This  may  imply  the  care  we  fhould  take 
to  have  our  minds  fUrnifhed  with  the 
knowledge  of  our  duty  : For  we  neither 
can  be  good  chriltians,  or  ivfeful  min- 
ifters,  without  a competent  knowledge  of 
that  divine  law  which  is  the  only  infal- 
lible rule  of  our  conduct.  Taking  the 
words  in  this  fenfe,  they  teach  us  a moll 
important  leflon,  that  we  fhould  labor 
with  a humble  and  fincere  temper  of 
mind,  to  know  what  is  the  good  and  ac- 
ceptable will  of  God.  This  is  the  bell 
preparation  for  the  coming  of  our  Lord. 
To  have  fuch  a repentance  as  fhall  lead  us 
to  mourn  over  our  paft  fins,  and  to  keep 
the  heart  humble  under  a fenfe  of  guilt  ; 
—our  faith , applying  to  the  blood  of  Jefus 
for  pardon,  and,  at  the  fame  time,  deriv- 
ing ftrength  from  above  for  fubduing 
B our 
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our  lulls,  that  fin  may  no  more  have  the 
dominion  over  us  our  love , embracing 
an  unfeen  Saviour,  and  extending  to  all 
his  members  our  hope,  anchoring  with- 
in the  vail,  and  keeping  the  foul  eftab- 
liflied  amidil  all  the  changes  of  this  mu- 
table ftate — our  patience  triumphing  over 
fufferings  ; — our  meeknefs  palling  by  inju- 
ries, blefling  and  doing  good  to  our  moll 
implacable  enemies  ; — and  by  the  united, 
happy  influence  of  all  thefe,  the  light  of  our 
external  conduct  adorning  our  profeflion, 
and  engaging  others  to  glorify  our  Father 
who  is  in  Heaven.  This  is  to  have  our 
lights  burning  indeed  ; this  will  make  us 
ready  to  meet  our  Lord.  And  this  is  the 
preparation  we  ought  principally  to  ftudy* 
In  vain  do  we  trim  the  lamp,  if  it  do  not 
Ihine,  and  give  light  ; in  vain  are  our 
loins  girded  about,  if  we  negleCt  the 
proper  bufinefs  of  our  calling. 

As  another  interefting  Ieflon,  we  are  di- 
rected to  be  on  our  guard,  or  to  watch  till 
our  mailer  comes.  Watchfulnefs  is  fre- 
quently, in  fcripture,  oppofed  to  fleep  : 
And  that  even  the  belt  chrillians  have 

need 
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need  of  this  caution,  we  may  learn  from 
our  Saviour’s  parable  of  the  ten  virgins  : 
Who  all,  -wife  as  well  as  foolijh , flumbered 
and  flept.  This,  my  Brethren , is  3.  melan- 
choly fituation,  againft  which  we  fhould 
carefully  guard.  We  read  of  fome,  who 
loft  their  firjl  love  ; nay,  St.  Paul  complains 
of  the  Hebrews , that  they  had  loft  their 
former  knowledge  ; and  had  need  to  be 
taught  again  which  are  the  firft  princi- 
ples of  the  oracles  of  God.  So  it  may 
prove  with  us,  and  upon  this  account  it 
becomes  neceflary  that  we  fhould  watch. 
We  have  much  work  to  do,  and  but  a 
limited  day  for  the  performance  of  it. 
Let  us  be  awake  then  to  our  bufinefs.  Let 
us  labor  while  the  day  lafts,  and  like  the 
Apoftle  Pan/,  forgetting  the  things  that  are  be- 
hind, let  us  reach  forth  unto  thofe  which  are 
before , prejfng  forward  towards  the  mark  for  the 
prize  of  the  high  calling  of  God  in  Jefus  Chrifl . 

We  add, 

Our  Lord  directs  us  to  confider  our- 
felves  as  fellow-fervants,  and  members  of 
his  family  ; and  in  this  point  of  light, 
another  part  of  our  preparation  for  his 

coming, 
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coming,  mull  lie  in  the  performance  of 
thofe  duties  we  owe  to  each  other.  It  ap- 
pears from  fome  verfes  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  chapter  before  us,  that  the  faithful 
difcharge  of  focial  duties,  has  a higher 
rank  in  religion  than  many  feem  to  fup- 
pofe.  It  is  not,  be  fure,  the  whole  of  re- 
ligion, neither  can  it  be  called  the  moft 
eflential  part  of  it.  We  were  the  fubjedts 
of  God  before  we  became  members  of 
human  fociety  ; and  if  we  prove  unfaith- 
ful to  God,  it  cannot  avail  us  that  we  are 
not  unjuft  towards  men.  He  only  adts 
worthy  of  the  chriftian  name,  and  agree- 
able to  the  chriftian  and  minifterial  char- 
adter,  who  fulfils  all  the  duties  of  his 
calling  and  ftation — who  fears  and  loves 
his  Maker — who  believes  and  obeys  his 
Saviour,  and  does  unto  others  what  he  ex- 
pedts  and  defires  of  them. 

II.  I shall  attempt  a brief  explana- 
tion of  the  motives  fuggefted,  to  perfuade 
us  to  the  duty  of  watchfulnefs. 

One  principal  argument  may  be  drawn 
from  the  certainty  of  our  Lord’s  return. 
This  is  fo  often  aflerted  in  the  Bible,  that 

there 
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there  can  be  no  doubt  of  it.  The  prefent 
mixed  date  of  things  renders  a future 
judgment  not  only  probable  to  reafon, 
but  apparently  neceffary.  And  the  Apof- 
tle  to  the  Romans , chap.  8th,  derives  a folid 
argument  in  favor  of  this  doctrine,,  from 
the  prefent  burthened  Hate  of  mankind. 
And  this  is  what  the  gofpel  of  Chrift  re- 
peatedly aflerts.  Should  not  this  then 
oblige  us  to  make  ready  for  it  ? We  fhall 
fee  our  Redeemer,  but  how  fhall  we  look 
up  to  him,  if  we  have  been  unfaithful 
during  his  abfence  ; or  lived  as  if  no  one 
had  dominion  over  us  ? The  recollection, 
that  he  is  now  removed  from  us,  fhould 
work  upon  our  ingenuity,  and  excite  us 
to  the  utmoft  care  and  diligence  in  his 
fervice. 

The  uncertainty  of  the  time  when  our  Lord 
will  come,  may  be  fuggefted  as  another 
reafon  why  we  fhould  endeavour  to  be  in 
readinefs.  This  argument  is  much  infill- 
ed upon  by  our  bleffed  Lord.  He  often 
likens  hif  coming  to  that  of  a thief  in  the 
night,  who  fludies  fecrecy.  And  this 
fqems  to  be  the  meaning  of  that  allufion, 

where 
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where  he  likens  himfelf  to  one  who  is  at- 
tending a marriage  folemnity  ; becaufe 
on  fuch  occafions  people  ufually  are  not 
mailers  of  their  own  time  ; which  ren- 
ders the  hour  of  their  return  to  their  own 
houfes,  uncertain.  This  being  the  cafe, 
there  cannot  be  a more  powerful  motive 
to  an  habitual  preparation.  Behold , fays 

our  Lord,  I come  as  a thief  Bleffed  is  he  that 

whjcheth , and  keepeth  his  garments , lefl  he  walk 
naked , and  they  fee  his  fhame . And  if  all  is 
thus  uncertain,  how  great  is  the  danger 
of  omitting  that,  which  perhaps  we  may 
never  have  time  to  finilh  ? This  motive 
will  receive  additional  force,  if  we  conlider. 

That  when  our  Lord  and  Mailer  re- 
turns, our  working  feafon  will  ceafe.  He 
comes  to  judge  us  according  to  what  we 
have  done,  and  not  to  call  us  to  perfect 
unfinilhed  labors.  This,  my  Brethren  and 
Friends , is  a moll  weighty  conlideration. 
We  are  now  acting  for  futurity  : And 
fhall  hereafter  receive  according  to  our 
condudt  in  life. 

The  glorious  reward  laid  up  for  the 
faithful,  is  the  laft  motive  I lhall  name, 

to 
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to  animate  and  quicken  us  in  our  prepa- 
ration. This  is  fpoken  of  in  the  laft  verfe 
of  our  text,  as  what  will  afiuredly  be  con- 
ferred on  the  righteous.  This  is  a re- 
ward not  of  debt,  but  of  grace.  Thofe 
who  are  found  faithful,  fhall  be  advanced 
to  an  honor,  which,  were  it  not  promifed, 
they  could  not  properly  hope  for.  Here 
we  are  in  heavinefs,  through  manifold 
trials — having  no  certain  dwelling-place 
— are  travelling  with  weary  fteps,  and 
frequent  Ioffes  and  difappointments  in 
our  way  to  the  better  country.  But  in 
Heaven,  we  fhall  be  joined  to  the  ranfom- 
ed  of  the  Lord,  who  unceafingly  adore 
and  praife  him  who  litteth  on  the  throne, 
and  the  Lamb.  Glorious  fociety  ! De- 
lightful entertainment ! It  is  prepared  for 
all  thofe  that  love  God.  It  will  be  given 
to  all  that  continue  faithful  unto  death. 
What  more  can  we  wifh,  to  animate  us 
to  be  in  a Hate  of  readinefs  for  the  ap- 
proach of  our  Lord,  at  any  period  of  our 
lives  ? 

In  a review  of  our  fubjedl,  we  may  per- 
tinently remark,  that  our  fituation  here 

is 
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is  very  precarious.  Nothing  can  be  more 
uncertain  than  the  life  of  man  upon  earth. 
Death  is  the  certain  condition  of  our 
birth  : And  this  awaits  us  through  every 
period  of  life.  What  nature  and  obferva- 
tion  thus  point  out  as  certain  and  inevi- 
table, the  providence  of  God  is  daily  con- 
firming. An  affecting  inltance  of  this, 
now  prefents  itfelf  to  view,  in  the  fudden 
death  of  the  worthy,  beloved  pallor  of 
this  church  and  chrijlian  fociety,  whofe  fune- 
ral folemnities  we  are  now  attending.  • 

It  is,  doubtlefs,  expected  that  before  I 
conclude,  I fhould  take  particular  notice 
of  the  affecting  occafion,  which  gave  rife 
to  the  preceding  difcourfe.  I freely  ac- 
knowledge, I am  not  difinclined,  how- 
ever unequal  to  the  attempt,  tq  do  honor 
and  jullice,  as  far  as  I am  able,  to  the 
memory  of  one  fo  well  accomplilhed  as 
your  late  pallor  is  known  to  have  been. 

The  great  Parent  of  man,  and  the  Su- 
preme Difpofer  of  all,  was  pleafed,  in  his 
difcriminating  goodnefs,  to  favor  Mr. 
Jackson  with  Aiming  mental  powers, 
which,  under  the  advantages  of  a colle- 
giate 
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giate  education,*  were  much  enlarged, 
few,  perhaps,  furpaffed  him,  either  in  the 
quicknefs  of  his  apprehenfion,  the  clear- 
nefs  of  his  perception,  the  ftrength  of  his 
memory,  the  comprehenfion  of  his  under- 
ftanding,  or  the  foundnefs  of  his  judg- 
ment. And,  together  with  thefe  gifts  of 
God,  he  was  endued  with  talents  which 
qualified  him  for  the  important  work  of 
the  gofpel  miniflry,  and  made  him  a hurtl- 
ing and  Jloining  light  in  this  part  of  God’s 
vineyard — whofe  praife  is  in  all  our  churches. 

He  ever  fuftained  a fair  moral  charac- 
ter, worthy  imitation  ; his  regularity  and 
uniform  punctuality  were  remarkable 
traits  in  it.  Thofe  well  acquainted  with 
him,  muft  have  feen  his  amiable  deport- 
ment in  the  feveral  relations  of  life — as  a 
faithful,  tender  hufband — an  affectionate 
father — a juft  and  equal  mailer — as  a 

friend, 

* Mr.  Jackson  received  the  public  honors  of  Harvard  Col- 
lege (now  the  univerfity)  in  Cambridge , in  1753  and  17 56. 
He  was  refident  graduate  there  fome  time  ; commenced 
preacher  of  the  gofpel,  and  foon  after  was  chofen  tutor,  which 
office  he  fuftained,  with  reputation,  till  he  was  invited,  by  the 
church  and  congregation  in  Brookline,  to  fettle  in  the  work  of 
the  miniftry. 
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friend,  true  to  his  profeflions,  fafely  to  be 
confided  in  : — As  a minifter,  diligent,  la- 
borious, fkilful — aiming,  in  his  difeour- 
fes,  to  inform  the  mind,  affect  the  heart, 
and  regulate  the  conduct.  Few  compet- 
ed their  fermons  with  fo  much  eafe,  and 
yet  fo  pertinently  ; he  was  a fcriptural, 
intelligent  and  edifying  preacher  ; and 
judicioufly  noticed  the  difpenfations  of 
providence,  for  the  inltruftion  and  bene- 
fit of  his  hearers.  Above  all,  he  was  a 
man  of  piety  and  true  devotion,  a fincere 
difciple  and  fervant  of  Jefus  Chrilt. 

Should  I appeal  to  you,  the  beloved 
people  of  his  charge,-  you  would  all,  I am 
confident,  rife  up,  and  declare  his  appro- 
bation and  practice  of  the  things  that 
were  honeft,juf,  pure , lovely,  and  of  good  report. 
Ye  are  witnejfes,  and  God  alfo , how  ho/ily,  and 
jujlly , and  unblameably  he  behaved  himfelf  among 
you  that  believe.  You  would  further  fay, 
that  he  had  been  to  you  an  example  in  Word, 
in  converfation,  in  charity,  in  faith,  in  purity  ; 
and  in  all  the  virtues  which  adorn  the 
chriftian  and  minifterial  character.  Not 
that  he  was  without  failings  and  imper- 
fections.

feCtions.  I am  fenfible,  he  had  them, 
and  he  knew  it  alfo  ; and  every  one  elfe 
knows  that  he  has  many  infirmities,  who 
properly  knows  himfelf.  But  he  was 
uniformly  Heady  in  his  regards  to  the  re- 
ligion of  Jefus  ; and  had  his  dependence 
on  the  mercy  of  God,  through  the  media- 
tion of  Chrift,  the  only  Saviour.  So  he 
lived  ; and,  with  the  hopes  which  the 
gofpel  infpires,  he  quitted  the  ftage  of  la- 
bors and  trials  ; and  is  receiving  a glo- 
rious reward  in  the  highefl:  Heavens. 

Under  a firm  perfuafion  hereof,  his 
mourning  relatives  may  derive  confola- 
tion,  though  they  are  in  great  heavinefs. 
We  are,  with  you,  afflicted  ; and  wifh  you 
the  fupports  of  God’s  fpirit  and  grace. 

It  is,  in  particular,  our  hearts’  defire, 
that  the  amiable  confort,  now  a widow 
and  defolate  by  the  death  of  an  affection- 
ate hufband,  may  be  comforted  of  God 
in  this  her  day  of  trouble  and  diftrefs. 
Nature  demands  a tear,  nor  does  religion 
forbid  it,  unlefs  it  be  exceffive.  You  can- 
not be  faulty,  Ihould  the  paffion  of  grief 
rife,  and  vent  itfelf  in  tears,  upon  the  de- 
parture 
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parture  of  him  who  was  the  defire  of  your 
eyes , with  whom  you  fo  long  lived  together , 
as  heirs  of  the  grace  of  life . Only  be  cautious 
that  you  find  no  fault  with  your  Maker, 
for  dealing  thus  feverely  with  you.  You 
are  difpofed,  I believe,  and  upon  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  chriftian  religion,  rather  to 
fubmit  patiently  to  the  all-wife  govern- 
ment of  God,  than  to  difpute  his  pleafure. 
May  you  be  enabled  fuitably  to  call  this 
burden  upon  the  Lord  ! And  may  you 
find  his  everlafing  arms  underneath  to  fup- 
port  you  ! May  that  Almighty  Being, 
who  has  ftyled  himfelf  the  widow  s God \ 
pity  your  diftreffed  cafe,  and  fend  you 
help  and  comfort  from  his  holy  dwelling- 
place  ! 

To  the  only  furviving  daughter,  and 
other  connexions,  we  fincerely  wilh  di- 
vine inftruCtions,  fupports,  and  confola- 
tions,  that  they  may,  in  this  day  of  pain- 
ful affliction  and  bereavement,  glorify  the 
God  of  their  fathers,  adorn  their  chriftian 
character,  and  be  watching  and  waiting 
for  the  coming  of  their  Lord.  Thus, 
having  their  fruit  unto  holinefs,  their  end 
will  be  everlafting  life.  This 
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This  Moved  church  and  chriflian  fociety , 
will  confider  the  fudden  death  of  their 
pallor  as  under  the  over-ruling  provi- 
dence of  God.  Let  this  thought  compofe 
you  to  lilence  and  fubmillion.  What  God 
has  done  is  the  effedl  of  infinite  wifdom. 
Adore  his  fovereignty,  and  quietly  bear 
this  divine  chaflifement,  whereby  you  are 
deprived  of  a valuable,  tried  friend.  For 
more  than  thirty  years*  have  our  chrijiian 
friends  in  this  town  enjoyed  his  light  and 
labors,  till  the  lalt  week  ; but  you  fhall  fee 
him  no  more,  in  the  land  of  the  living. 

You  are  now  as  Iheep  without  a Ihep- 
herd  ; it  is  our  fervent  prayer,  that  you 
may  not  be  fcattered  ; but  that  you  may 
keep  the  unity  of  the  fpirit  in  the  bond  of 
peace  ; that,  in  due  time,  the  God  of  the 
fpirits  of  all  flejh  would  direct  and  lead  you 
into  the  choice  of  another  pallor,  who 
Ihall  feed  you  with  knowledge  and  un- 
derftanding,  and  long  live  to  be  a blefling 
to  you,  and  to  your  pollerity.

* He  was  ordained  April  9,  1760.  Thirty-fix  years  and 
fome  months  he  diligently  labored  in  the  work  of  the  Lord  ; 
and  his  ufefulnefs  continued  as  long  as  life. 
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My  Brethren  in  the  miniftry  will  recoi- 
led, on  this  folemn  occafion,  that  we  are 
ftewards,  of  whom  an  account  will  be 
foon,  perhaps  fuddenly  required.  Our 
work  is  great  and  arduous,  but  a glorious 
reward  awaits  the  faithful  watchman  ; — 
Blejfed  is  that  fervant.  Let  this  animate  us 
to  diligence  and  perfeverance,  for  the 
Lord  is  at  hand  1 And  may  his  arm  be 
with  us,  to  ftrengthen,  encourage,  and 
fucceed  us,  that  we  may  both  fave  our  own 
fouls,  and,  inftrumentally,  them  that  hear  us  ! 

I only  add,  Should  any  in  this  afiembly 
go  away  from  this  folemn  fcene,  without 
having  our  minds  deeply  imprelfed,  it 
mull  be  becaufe  we  are  quite  ftupid  and 
inattentive.  Shall  good  and  ufeful  men, 
the  faithful  fervants,  and  ftewards  of 
God’s  houfe,  one  after  another,  and  other 
worthy  characters,  be  fuddenly  dropping 
into  death  and  darknefs,  and  furvivors 
not  lay  it  to  heart  ? Behold,  in  the  in- 
ltance  before  us,  the  Hate  to  which  death 
will  reduce  us  all  ! Let  us  then  watch , 
pray  and  labor,  while  we  have  opportu-
